वह जहां तक हो सकेगा कारबार के मित्रान्तों के अनुकल काय 
करेगा । कारपोरेशन को बहुत से ऐसे वायुमार्ग विरासत में मिले 
जिन पर डेकोटा चलते थे । इनको चालू रखना वाणिज्यिक दृष्टि 
से उचित नहीं ठहराया जा सकता । फिर भी , कारपोरेशन की 
विशेषकर आमाम , मणीपुर और त्रिपुरा क्षेत्रों में जहां संचार का 
केवल मात्र साधन वायु परिवहन है , ये सेवाएं जारी रखनी पड़ी । 
मरकार इस बात पर विचार करती रही है कि सबसे अच्छा तरीका 
कौन सा होगा, जिससे इंडियन एयर लाइन्म कारपोरेशन को इस बात
